Carlton was undone at Knights Stadium by an inspired Mark Silic. Silic, shaking off his indifferent early season 
form, was a blur of energy and movement for the entire 90 minutes. 


Missing chief playmaker Lubo Lapsansky, Blues coach Stuart Munro partnered Marth with teenager David 
Terminello in midfield. He also handed a first start for the season to left-back Steve Martin and debutant 
Steve Horvat was preferred to Craig Deans at centre-half. The Knights welcomed former Carlton striker 
Adrian Cervinski back from suspension, along with fellow forward Ivan Kelic. 


Carlton began the game brightly with Archie Thompson and Stuart Slater prominent on the flanks. But it was 
the Knights who struck first on nine minutes with a goal out of nothing. 


Silic, having received treatment off the field, was waved on by Hugo while play was still running. Almost on 
cue, Silic ran straight onto the ball 830 metres out, scurried inside Con Anthopoulos and unleashed a superb 
strike that swerved and dipped past Dean Anastasiadis. 


With the Blues players still reeling from the circumstances leading up to the goal, the Knights went two 
ahead through Alex Kiratzoglou. Kelic nodJed a long ball across the face of Carlton's goal into the path of 
Paul Magdic. His toe-poke evaded a diving Anastasiadis to leave an unmarked Kiratzoglou with a simple tap 
in. 


On 27 minutes a highly-charged Marth barged his way past two challenges and appeared heading for goal 
when he was bundled over by a stray Cervinski boot. As he picked himself up, Marth grabbed the ball and 
was preparing to spot it when Hugo showed him his second yellow card and dismissed the 302 game veteran 
for diving. 


But the Knights failed to take advantage of the chaos that was surrounding the visitors and it was actually 
Carlton who finished the stronger team with first Thompson and then Slater firing only centimetres over 
goalkeeper Martin John's crass-bar. 


Carlton again began the second-half in positive fashion when Steve Horvat jumped highest at a Martin free- 
kick and looped a header just over. McPherson, who turned in another excellent performance, was the next 
to go close when he flicked a corner only a metre wide. 


Having switched to a 3-4-2 formation, the Blues were looking more compact and despite being a man less 
were dominating territory. But they couldn't find a way past the packed Knights defence and lone forward 
Josh Kennedy was consistently swamped. 


With time running out, Munro threw on John Markovski and another teenager, Danny Vasilevski, for his 
National League debut. Vasilevski almost carved out Carlton's first goal when he clipped in a clever centre 
for Thompson to nod just over the bar. Then a bullocking Markovski created panic between John and Murtala 
Abbas and executed a neat lob that ricocheted off the far post. 


On a day full of controversy, it was inevitable that the Knights would have the last laugh and with two minutes 
to go Magdic and Kiratzoglou combined down the right before whipping a pacy centre that Cervinski - of all 
players - thumped home with a top drawer header.

OHH TRICKY 
YO URE SO FINE 


Maybe Carlton took a risk when they signed Joe Tricarico in Season 
98/99. The young striker was notorious for recurring hamstring 
injuries. Yet, earlier this season, he was the leading vote getter in the 
Supporter s Player of the Year award, and claimed "this was the best 
start to an NSL season | have ever had." 

“Everything was looking good, the best in my four years in the NSL. | was 
getting good remarks from the crowd, everything was positive, things 
were even looking good for overseas," he recalls. 


However, Mid-November, against Adelaide, saw Tricarico suffer the 

worst injury of his soccer career - he tore the hamstring muscle off his 

tendon, and the tendon off the bone. At the time, no-one was to know that this act of 
contortionism would result in Tricarico being sidelined for almost 24 weeks. 

"My legs went down, and the top half of my body went up, so it was a huge impact. 

"| had an operation straight after the injury. They have put a screw into my leg to hold the 
little bit of bone that broke off. The surgeon said it was an_ injury | had to have," he explained. 


Interestingly, it was only after he came to Carlton from Gippsland that physiotherapists finally 
figured out what was causing all of the talented player s problems. 

"When | found out what had happened, and what | had to do to get back into things, | was 
pretty devastated," he said. 


In the meantime, sixteen weeks have passed since that match. Tricarico has since begun full 
time training again, following constant rehabilitation, and exercise sessions at the pool, gym 
and on the bike. 


Enjoying a’summer afternoon on Lygon Street with fellow team and housemate Josh Kennedy, 
Tricarico was positive in his outlook on the remainder of the season. 

"The tendon has joined to the muscle better than before. The bone is back on and it s strong. 
Basically my surgeon said he didn t want to see me again, which is a good news for me," he 
explained. 


Adamant he will play in the remainder of the season, Tricarico said, "| will play. | should be 
back in about four weeks, It s just a matter of time before | get fit, and obviously find my place 
back in the team." 


Anticipating a respectable result come the end of the season, he mentions the fact that 
himself and Simon Colossimo return from injury at about the same time, as do a few others.
